INQUIRY INTO LUNATICS 
DEATH CONCLUDES. 


The inquiry inte the — eireums- 
tanees of the death of ao Junatic 
in the Hongkong Mental Hospital 
on July fi was concluded yester- 
Way-at the Mayistracy before Mr. 
KOH Williams as Coraner and a 
jury composed of Messrs, A. KK. 
Hepburn (foreman), WH. HH. Mundy 
and A. FL Delgado. 

It will be recalled that on July 
Boa dunatie named Lam = Yu-yvuk, 
who had been convicted of murder 
nboard the steamer Talambi. in 
1926 but waa found insane 
committed to the Asylum, had a 
fight with another Innatic, a negro 
named William Bourne. Layter in 
the morning the Chinese, having 
secured possession of a spike, 
made a sudden attack upon the 
Chinese warders and wounded one 
of them severely befure he was 
overpowered, 

It was given in evidence at the 
previous sitting of the Court of 
Inquiry that the Chinese was 
overcome by reinforcements of 
warders, and that: while he was 
lying on the pround. the. negro 
Rourne seized the bamboo banile 


lof a broom and struck the Chinese 


with it, stabwise. The Chinese 
waa put into a straight jackel, but 
collapsed and died fifteen minutes 
Jater. Medical evilenee was 
given to the effect that he aalfer- 
ed tertible internal injuries, in- 
cluding a ruptured liver, though 
some of the injuries seemed to 
have occurred after death.

Two Alternatives,

of arrranging new Loans or cred- 
ita to Germany. It was a matter 
which been given consideration In 
Paris, He wag told there. were 
diMcultics which would have to be 
surmounted before any loan could 
be obtained In the market here. 
They must consider this. It might 
not be the- best solution. 

Tho‘ one they must find must be 
mutually posalble and effective for 
its purpose... 

The other way would be to at- 
tuck directly the question of whe- 
ther, by, atrongthening the inter- 
nal posftion of Germany, they 
could give an assurance of Its 
stability to the outside world, so 
na not only to prevent the capital 
that wag already in Germany from 
being with-drawn, but to enable it 
ta be provided that she had the 
required: capital resources, . 


Debt Postponement. 

It was for that purpose Presi- 
dent Hoover had proposed the 
postponement for m yerr of all 
debts and reparations, This re- 


-presented a very real relief. 


It might prove insufficient but that 
vould be determined liter.

LONDON OPTIMISM. 

IMPROVED FRANCO-GERMAN 
RELATIONS. .* 

London, July 20. 


Prior to a special Cabinet mect- 
ing held at Downing Street this 


+} morning Mr. Stimson enlled on the 


Premier and had n half hour's con- 
versation. 

There fs an atmosphere of quiet 
but confident optimism in the best-
